STO RY OF 
T H E BIBLE. 


H o *

JNew discoveries about the Bible are 
being mudo almost daily. The religious 
world is startled every now and then 
by the announcement that Homo old 
manuscript has been found or Heme clay 
tablet corroborating Biblical history has 
been deciphered. The lust few y« ars 
have been especially notable for remark­ 
able Ands, not the least of which has 
been a single leaf of papyrus bearing a 
few sayings of Jesus—logia, as they 
have been called. 
Those discoveries 
arouse a questioning frame of mind. 
We ask, how did we get the Bible, 
whence did it oome, what was the 
method of its transmission to 
uh? 
Learned vofUmea have been written, but 
only scholars read them. Ogle of tho 
latest of them is by Dr. William A. 
Coppinger, bnt it is so expensive a vol­ 
ume—only I GO copies have l>een printed 
for sale—that few can read it, even if 
they would. 
The muc h talked of poly- | 
chrome Bible, edited by hading Biblical ; 
scholars of the world, is an answer to I 
this demand. Still, the question, how ! 
did the Bible oome down to ns? ought i 
to be answered briefly, so that the mass­ 
es of the people can read and under­ 
stand. 
It is irreverent to the Bi blo and 
tho inspired mem who gave us this 
world classic—the classic—dealing with 
the eternal theme of the relation be­ 
tween man urn I God to think of it as a 
ready made volume, dropped down from 
heaven bound and gilt edged. 
The Bible was born in the little land 
of Canaan as tho weary caravan, led by 
Abraham from Ur of the Chaldees, 
pitched its tents and the patriarch wrote 
down the promises of the Eternal on 
the palm leaves which he found at hand. 
This was more than 4,000 years ago, 
and that writing was in use so early is 
proved by inscriptions found on Egyp­ 
tian steles or Assyrian tablets from 
tt.000 to 8,000 years old. 
The records kept by Abraham and 
lux immediate descendants undoubtedly 
formed the basis of the book of Genesis 
and the earlier chapters of Exodus, to 
be later utilized by the hand of Moses 
and his successors. With tho advent of 
this great legislator of the Hebrews the 
nation was formed, with his legislation 
as its heart and center. It is probable 
that Moses wrote his portion of the Bi­ 
ble upon the linen used for such pur­ 
poses in Egypt, for many large pieces 
of this linen covered with hieroglyphic 
writing have come down to ns wrapped 
around mummies. The inscriptions are 
still legible. The Pentateuch was the 
nncleus of our Bible, the only Bible 
known to the Hebrews for many gener­ 
ations. It was written in the ancient 
Ibri character, closely resembling the 
Phoenician, as proved by the Siloam in­ 
scription discovered near Jerusalem and 
some ancient coins which have been 
found. Isadora like Joshua, Gideon and 
Samuel were needed in the promised 
land. Singers and prophets, too, arose, 
and the scribes of the leaders recorded 
what was done. The poets wrote down 
their best songs. The prophets* words 
were treasured up by their disciples aud 
followers. The official records were kept 
in the national archives, and the souks 
of the poets and the speeches of the 
prophets were passed from hand to 
hand. When the kingdom was divided, 


At all the great crises of French life 
the element of preternatural suspicion 
has played an important part- Like 
some mischievous Peck it hovers over 
the laud, whispering doubts here, mis 
givings there, converting the whole na­ 
tion into monchards, whose business it 
is to set a watch on their neighbors day 
and night. We have inch a profound 
admiration for many qualities of the 
French people, such a sincere belief in 
the necessity of a powerful French fac­ 
tor in the complex mesh of modern 
civilization, that we can afford to bring 
this charge of undue suspicion against 
France as a whole. 
No student of 
French history can fail to see the con­ 
fusion it has wrought. 
It is not the 
growth of yesterday, but it is almost as 
evident in the memoirs of the France 
of the seventeenth century as on the 
Paris boulevards at the present moment. 
It pervaded the court and the official 
classes in the time of Richelieu, it was 
constantly present in the mind of Maza- 
rill when negotiating with Cromwell, 
aud it is visible all through the pages 
of the memoirs of De Retz. 
This spirit 
of preternatural suspicion naturally at­ 
tained its climax in the French revolu­ 
tion, when, for the first time, the mon- I 
archy was involved in its infinite en- ' 
tan glom cuts. 
From tho moment when the national 
assembly met at Versailles to the day 
when Napoleon was banished to Elba 
universal suspicion filled the air and 
dictated the cruel aspect of French pol- 
; icy. The queen was, of course, suspect- 
cd, and justly, in political matters, and 
perhaps it was not altogether unreason- 1 
able that the suspicion in which she 
was enveloped should have attached to 
her weak but perfectly honest husband, 
I 
who was assumed to be absolutely un­ 
der her fatal influence. 
The attack on the Bastille was ani­ 
mated not merely by memories of the J 
past, not in the least because of actual . 
cruelties at the time, for there was 
none, but mainly because it was sua- I 
pected that the Bastille was to be utilized 
as an armed fortress to overawe Paris. 
The day of the "black cockades” and j 
the march of the Maenads (to use Car- j 
lyle’s graphic phraseology) were due to 
excited suspicion. The assembly had 
scarcely organized itself 
before the j 
demon of suspicion spread its dusky 
wings over that body, and Mirabeau and 
Barnave, at first popular idols, became 
suspected of intrigue with the court. 
The vigorous personalities who came 
to the front all suspected one another. 
To them the famous warning which 
Benjamin Franklin addressed to the 
founders of the American republic, 
"Gentlemen, we must hang together or 
we shall hang separately,” would have 
been useless. They could not hang to­ 
gether, and they did bang, or were 
I guillotined, separately. It wasDauton’s 
; suspicion of an aristocratic plot which 
caused the September massacres. It was 
pure suspicion that created the most re­ 
volting and unjust of all the revolu­ 
tionary excesses, the tribunal of Fou- 
quier-Tinville. Dan ton in his turn was 
suspected and fell. 
We may, of course, justify the suspi­ 
cion of Dumouriez, bnt what possible 
explanation can be given of the suspi­ 
cion of the harmless astronomer Bailly, 
with his precisian virtues, who paid 
with his head for the dangerous folly 
of meddling with things he did not un­ 
derstand? It was obviously a question 
of war to the knife between Jaoobin and 
Giroudin, for each took an absolutely 
different view of both foreign and in­ 
ternal politics; bnt why could not the 
struggle have been confined to party 
warfare within the walls of the con­ 
vention? Why was it necessary to deci­ 
mate the Giroudin chiefs? The only 
answer that can be made is that suspi­ 
cion had grown to such a pitch that the 
very existence of Girondism was cou 
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record. were certainly kept both iii the I ^ i e d incompatible with the neourite 
southern kingdom of Judah and the 
northern kingdom of Israel. 
of the earlier literature was forgotten 
iii the catastrophe of the destruction of 
the kingdoms of Israel and Judah, aud 
the exiles refused to sing the songs of 
Zion as they "sat. by the waters of Ba­ 
bel and wept. ” When at lust. the term 
of exile was over and some of the more 
devoted Jews returned to rebuild the 
walls and temple of Jerusalem, the law 
had to be brought huck to them. 
Ezra was the man for this work, and 
he and his coadjutors, the elders, col­ 
lected the scattered records of earlier 
days ani made the first canon of the 
Pentateuch. They wrote it in a new 
script;—Kethuv A shuns, the Assyrian 
or sc]uare character brought back from 
Babylon with them — and read and 
taught it to the people. 
By this rime 
some of the speeches delivered by the 
prophets of the exile, the second Isaiah 
aud his disciples, had become so dear to 
the hearts of the people that they were 
esteemed as classics. Some had preserv­ 
ed the addresses of the earlier prophets, 
and gradually a second set of accepted 
writings was added to the law. 
The 
older songs, too, were found again, and 
new singers were inspired fpr the serv­ 
ice of the new temple, and the book of 
Psalms became its .hymnbook. 


1 of the republic. Men bad become fren- 
. 1 
insane, through constant spying on 
one another’s actious and perpetual at­ 
tempts to fathom one another’s inward 
thoughts, and the "law of suspects” 
was simply a formal expression of na­ 
tional craziness. That way madness lies. 
In the person of Robespierre preternat­ 
ural suspicion attained its most com­ 
plete incarnation. His feline nature was 
ever on the dart for its prey. He could 
not bear a good word said of any man 
bot he instantly began to revolve in his 
mind the question as to whether there 
were not some concealed motive in the 
praise. The shout of triumphant relief 
which reverberated over France when 
Robespierre’8 head fell into the basket 
marked the break of the straining point 
of that suspicion which had created and 
sustained the terror. When we remem­ 
ber that but for an accident Carnot 
would have fallen a victim to Robes­ 
pierre’s suspicions and that this suspi­ 
cious disposition had led a man of senti­ 
mental virtue to become a wholesale 
murderer, we can understand that feel­ 
ing of relief. —London Spectator.

Ii began to blow early in the morning, 
tad wh* n daylight came the wind was 
whistling around every corner in town, 
and what paper there happened to be in 
Hie streets was being blow n about at a 
iroat rate. 
This condition continued 
throughout the day. b a t before mid­ 
night the wind had gone down. 
The damage does not am ount to much 
m dollars, although the inconvenience 
ta lo n e d in some quarters was great. 
Ii was freely prophesied th a t the valley 
rould suffer much, but reports from 
■eigbboring towns do not bear it out. 
However, there was enough damage 
nght hero at home to keep some people 
very busy for a time. 
The derrick over the w ell near the 
Williams stave factory blew down early 
tai the gale, and it m ight be added that 
ilmost every other derrick in the city 
went to earth before the day was over. 
Iron stacks on a num ber of potteries 
offered somewhat, but so far as could 
Is learned none were destroyed. At 
ne time a stack at the Croxall pottery 
was about to go over, but it was saved 
after some hard work. 
The wind caught the galvanized cop­ 
ing at the Methodist Protestant church, 
and tossed a portion of it about for a 
time, but 
the loosened parts were 
blown against the chimneys and did not 
teach the ground. 
Windows and skylights in some parts 
st town suffered. At the residence of 
horns Stein field. Walnut street, a num 
tar of windows were blown in, and 
aune damage resulted before repairs 
were made. The big fram e which a1 
lows light to enter the store of Fred 
Lauf en berger was torn from its fasten 
ings, the glass broken and scattered over 
the roof.

Signs in the business section of the

M eltin g M etals. 
A note concerning the peculiar phe 
noumenon noticed in the melting of met­ 
als when under extended pressure has 
recently been published by II. Bischof 
of Wiesbaden. When a metal is bedded 
in a mortar of chemically pure alum in­ 
ium oxide, thoroughly dried and then 
subjected to the necessary heat, a con­ 
siderable retardation in melting is no­ 
ticed. 
For instance, a rod of silver, 
which should melt at 1,850 degrees F., 
when thus treated will not change its 
form aud melt together until 5,780 de 
grees F Palladium, which should melt 
at 2,780 degrees F., shows no sign of 
yielding at 2,900 degrees F. 
It would 
seem that these rods of metal, unable to 
expand while in the powerful grip of 
tbe aluminium oxide, which contracts

Rsclastve Drink. 
"Water is the most precious aud ex­ 
clusive drink yon can order in Paris, ’ ’ 
writes Lilian Bell in a letter from the 
French capital to The Ladies’ Home 
Journal. “ Imagine that, you who let 
the water run to oool it I In Paris they 
actually pay for water in their houses 
by the quart 
Artichokes and truffles 
and mushrooms and silk stockings and 
kid gloves are so cheap here that it 
makes yon blink your eyes, but eggs 
and cream and milk are luxuries. Silks 
and velvets are bewilderingly inexpen­ 
sive, but cotton stuffs are from America 
and are extravagances. They make them 
up into ‘costumes’ aud trim them with 
velvet ribbon. Never by any chance 
oould you be supposed to send cotton 
I frocks to be washed every week. The 
' luxury of fresh, starched muslin dresses 
and plenty of shirt waists is unknown. 
“ I never shall overcome the ecstasies 
of laughter which assail me when I see 
varieties of coal exhibited in tiny shop 
windows, set forth in high glass dishes, 
as we exploit chocolates at home. 
But 
well they may respect it, for it is really 
very much cheaper to freeze to death 
than to buy coal in Paris. 
The reason 
of all this is the city tax on every chick­ 
en, every carrot, every egg brought into 
Paris. Every mouthful of food is taxed. 
This produces an enormous revenue, and

a character on the war in this quarter 
highly favorable to American aims. It 
is an event from which may be drawn 
the most favorable augury.’’

MOSHOS. AMD PENSACOLA. 
The fight at Fort Bowyer took place 
on the 16th of September, bat it was 
not until the last of October that the 
general felt strong enough to carry out 
his long cherished plan of attacking 
Pensaoola. 
Having been re-enforced by 
General Coffee and 2,500 men, he set 
forth with a force of 4,000, of which 
but 1,000 were regulars, to compel the 
haughty Spaniard to come to terms. 
Halting within a mile or two of the 
city, he sent a flag of truce, which was 
fired upon and compelled to return. 
Then he sent a Spanish corporal who 
had been taken prisoner, and who re­ 
turned finally with a message from the 
governor to the effect that he was pow­ 
erless in rho bauds of the British, who 
alone were responsible for the insult to 
the flag. 
Spain was then at peace with this 
country, but ber flagrant violation of 
the laws of neutrality, Jackson held, 
warranted him in this invasion of her 
soil. 
She was succoring the enemies of 
our country! their .-hips were sheltered 
in Pensacola’s harbor, und this was 
enough. 
He marched upon the town, 
stormed and took two batteries in full 
view of the seven British vessels then

j fore night had effected a landing within 
j a few railes of New Orleans, and not a 
; soul in that city was cognizant of that i 
• event. 
General Jackson was returning from 
an excursion to Fort Philip, where he 
had been placing affairs in a posture of 
defense, when be was informed of the 
startling news. Swiftly then he dispatch­ 
ed his couriers back to Fort Philip, or­ 
dering the commander to hold it to the 
last extremity; at the last to spike the 
guns, blow up the fort aud retire to the 
next line, to fight agaiu. Similar orders 
were sent to Lake Burgau, up the Mis­ 
sissippi, to hurry along the lagging 
Tennessee and Kentucky riflemen, to 
General Winchester at Mobile to throw 
supplies and re enforcements into Fort 
Bowyer and defend the point at all 
hazards. Un the 15th 0/ December he 
addressed a proclamation to the inhab­ 
itants of New Orleans to allay their 
consternation, and on the 10th placed 
the city under martial law, thus con­ 
verting it mto a military camp and sub­ 
jecting every citizen to his commands. 
Every day succeeding saw the arrival 
of fresh re-enforcements—first Coffee 
and his 1,200 Tennesseeans, then Hinds 
and his Mississippians, who had march­ 
ed 280 miles, they said, w ithin four 
days, followed by General Carroll with 
another Tennessee regiment, aud, what 
was needed most of all, a boatload of 
muskets ami ammunition. 
The general knew that the enemy had 
effected a lauding, bot not until the 
noon of the 23d, incredible as it may 
seem, was he aware that he had pene­ 
trated the mea?asses and gained a foot 
bidi! on tho solid earth.

lating it by legal provisions. 
Third—That the general conferences of 
tin* respective churches be commended to 
adopt meaxun-H for the joint adminis­ 
tration of their publishing interests In 
Chilla and Japan. 
Fourth—Home joint arrangement for 
conduct of missions in foreign lands; ad­ 
ministration as a means of lessening the 
expenditure of tunds in the prosecution 
af the work, the commission, without at­ 
tempting to form any plan for such co­ 
operation, coin menu tin* subj<wt to the 
consideration of the two general confer­ 
ences. 
Fifth—In places where either church is 
established and supplying the needs of t h e 
people, new work stiall not be organised 
by the other church without the consent 
of the bishop having jurisdiction 
It was further suggested that in 1900 
and 1901 higher education should be 
urged among the people.

STO RY OF T H E BIBLE. 


How ll 
Won 
C o m p ita l. I’r m r i r d am i 
B rought Down. 
New discoveries about the Bible are 
being made almost daily. The religious 
world is startled every now and then 
by the announcement that some old 
manuscript ha* lieen fouud or someday 
tablet corroborating Biblical history has 
been deciphered. The last few years 
have been especially notable for remark 
able finds, not tho least of which has 
been a single leaf of papyrus bearing a 
few sayings of Jesus—logia, as they 
have been called 
These discoveries 
arouse a questioning frame of mind. 
We ask. how did we get the Bible, 
whence did it nome, what was the 
method of its transmission to 
os? 
Learned rofbmes have been written, but 
only scholars read them. CJjpo of the 
latest of these is by Dr. William A. 
Coppinger, bnt it is sn expensive a vol­ 
ume—only I AO copies have been printed 
for sale—that few can read it, even if 
they would. 
The much talked of poly- | 
chrome Bible, (Kilted by leading Biblical 
scholars of the world, is an answer to 
this demand. Still, the question, how 
did the Bible come down to us? ought 
to be answered briefly, so that the mass­ 
es of the people ean read and under 
stand. 
It is irreverent to the Bible aud 
the inspired men who gave us this 
world classic—the classic—-dealing witii 
the eternal theme of the relation be 
tween man and Gtsl to thiuk of it as a 
ready made volume, dropped down from 
heaven bound aud gilt edged. 
The Bible was bora in the little land 
of Canaan us the weary caravan, led by 
Abraham from Ur of the Chaldee*, 
pitched its tents aud the patriarch wrote 
down the promise* of the Eternal on 
the lain) leaves which he found al hand. 
This was more than 4,000 years ago, 
and that writing was in use ai early is 
proved by inscription* found on Kgvp- 
nan steles or Assyrian tablets 
from 
ti, OOO to 8,000 years old. 
The records kept by Abraham and 
hi* immediate descendant* undoubtedly 
formed the basis of the book of Genesis ' 
and the earlier chapters of Exixlns, to , 
be later utilised by the hand of Moses 
aud his successor* With tho adveut of * 
this great legislator of the Hebrews the 
nation was formed, with bis legislation 
as its heart and center. It is probable 
that Monett wrote his portion of the Bi­ 
ble upon the linen used for such pur­ 
poses in Egypt, for many large pieces 
of this linen covered with hieroglyphic 
writing have come down to na wrapped 
around mummies. The inscription* are 
•till legibla The BenUtench was the 
nucleus of our Bible, the only Bible 
known to the Hebrews for many gener­ 
ations It was written in the ancient 
I bn character, closely resembling the 
Pbcrmoisu, ss proved by the Siloam in­ 
scription discovered near Jerusalem and 
ancient coins which have been 
found. Leaders like Joshua, Gideon and 
Samuel were needed in the promised 
Singers and prophets, too, arose, 
and the scribes of the leaders recorded 
what WM done. 
The poets wrote down 
their best snugs. 
The prophets* words 
were treasured up by their disciple* aud 
followers. The official records were kept 
in the national archives, and the songs 
of tile poet* and the speeches of the 
prophets were passed from hand to 
hand. Wbeu the kingdom WM divided. 
records were certainly kept both iii the 
southern kingdom of Judah and the 
northern kingdom of Israel. 
But much 
of the earlier Ii lei stun* was forgotten 
in the catastrophe of the destruction of 
the kingdom* of Israel aud Judah, aud 
the exiles refused to sing the sung* of 
Ziou as they " a t by the waters of Ba­ 
bel aud wept. ” When at last the term 
of exile was over and some of the more 
devoted Jew* returned to rebuild the 
wk 11* aud temple of Jerusalem, the law 
had to be brought huck to them. 
Ezra was the man for this work, end 
lie sud bis coadjutor*, the elders, col­ 
lected the scattered records of earlier 
days ani made the hist canon of the 
Pentateuch. They wrote it in a new 
script-—Kethav A shun*, the Assyrian 
or square character brought back from 
inbylou with them — and read and 
taught it to the people.

At all the great crises of French life 
the element of preternatural suspicion 
has played an important part Like 
some niischievoQs Peck it hovers over 
the laud, whispering doubt* here, mis 
givings there, converting the whole na­ 
tion into monchards, whose business it 
is to set a watch on their neighbors day 
and night. We have snob a profound 
admiration for many qualities of the 
French people, such a sincere belief in 
the necessity of a powerful French fac­ 
tor in the complex mesh of modern 
civilization, that we can afford to bring 
this charge of undue suspicion against 
France as a whole. 
No student of 
French history can fail to see tho con- ! 
fusion it has wrought. 
It is not the 
growth of yesterday, bnt it is almost as 
evident iii the memoirs of the France 
of the seventeenth century as on the 
Paris boulevards at the present moment. 
It pervad'd the court and the official 
classes in the time of Richeliea, it was 
constantly present in the mind of Ma/.u- 
riu when negotiating with Cromwell, 
and it is visible all through the pages 
of the memoirs of De Beta This spirit 
of preternatural suspicion naturally at- j 
tallied its climax in the French revolu­ 
tion, when, for the first time, the mon­ 
archy was involved in its infinite en­ 
tanglements. 
From tho moment when the national 
assembly met at Versailles to the day 
when Napoleon was banished to Elba 
universal suspicion filled the air and 
dictat'd the <ruel aspect of French pol­ 
icy. The queen was, of coarse, suspect­ 
ed, and juHtly, in political matters, and 
perhaps it wus not altogether unreason­ 
able that the suspicion in which *be 
was enveloped should have attached to 
ber weak but perfectly honest bnsband, 
who wan alum n i to be absolutely un­ 
der her fatal intluenee. 
The attack on the Bastille was ani­ 
mat'd not merely by memories of the 
past, not in tile least because of actual 
cruelties at the time, for there was 
none, but mainly beoMMB it was sus­ 
pected that the Bastille was to be utilized 
a* au armed fortress to overawe Baria 
The day of the "black cockades’’ and 
the march of the Maenads (to use Car­ 
lyle’s graphic phraseology) were due to 
excit'd suspicion. The assembly had 
scarcely organized itself 
before the 
demon of suspicion spread its dusky 
wings over that body, and Miraheau and 
Barnave, at first popular idols, became 
suspected of intrigue with the court 
The vigorous personalities who came 
to the front all suspected one another. 
To them the fatuous warning which 
Benjamin Franklin addressed to the 
founders of the American republic, 
"Gentlemen, we must hang together or 
we shall hang separately,” would have 
been useless. They could not hang to­ 
gether, and they did bang, or were 
guillotined, separately. It WMDauton’s 
suspicion of an aristocratic plot which 
caused the .September massacre*. It was 
pure suspicion that created the most re­ 
volting and unjust of all the revolu­ 
tionary excesses, the tribunal of Foil- 
qnier-Tin Ville. Dan ton in his turn WM 
suspected and fell. 
We may, of course, justify the suspi­ 
cion af Dumouriez, but what possible 
explanation can be given of the suspi­ 
cion of the harmless astronomer Bailly, 
with his precisian virtues, who paid 
with his brad for the dangerous folly 
of meddling with things he did not un­ 
derstand? It WM obviously a question 
of war to the knife between Jaoobin and 
Girondin, for each took an absolutely 
different view of both foreign and in­ 
ternal politics; bnt why could not tbs 
struggle have been eon fined to party 
warfare within the walls af the con­ 
vention? Why was it ntrin ary to deci­ 
mate the Giroodin chiefs? The only 
answer that can be made is that suspi­ 
cion had grown to such a pitch that the 
very existence af Giroodism was oou- 
ridered incompatible with the security 
of the republic. 
Men had become fren- 
sled, maine, through constant *pying un 
one another 's actions and perpetual at­ 
tempts to fathom one another's inward 
thoughts, and the "law of suspects” 
was simply a formal expression 'if na­ 
tional craziness. That way madness Usa 
In the person of Robespierre preternat­ 
ural suspicion attained its most com­ 
plete incarnation. His feline nature WM 
ever on the dart for its prey. He could 
not bear a good word said of any man 
hut ha instantly began to revolve in his 
mind the question as to whether there 
were not some concealed motive in tbs 
praise. 
The shoot of triumphant relief 
which reverberated over France when 
Robespierre’s head fell into the basket 
marked the break of the straining point 
of that suspicion which had created aud 
sustained the terror. When we remem­ 
ber that but tor an accident Carnot 
would have fallen a victim to Robes 
pierre'* suspicious aud that this suspi­ 
cious disposition had led a man of senti­ 
mental virtue to become a wholesale 
murderer, we eau understand that feel­ 
ing of relief.—London Spectator.

Here is a recipe for turkey and chick­ 
en stuffing which the sender says is very 
different in its results from those given 
in the cookbooks: 
Crumble or grate the inside of a stale 
loaf or more of baker's bread, either a 
round loaf or m ilk bread. 
Add pepper 
aud salt, the grated rind of a lemon and 
to a loaf half the juice; to 8 loaves, all 
of it; a little grated nutmeg, a handful 
each of finely out parsley leaves sud Sue 
white celery leaves, thyme, sweet m ar­ 
joram and summer savory, using the 
leaves in preference to the ground, and 
twice the quantity of thym e as of the 
marjoram or savory. 
Mix all together, 
dry and fill the crops, putting all the 
rem ainder into the bodies of the fowl. 
As the filling is being done add small 
pieces af good butter, which, together 
w ith the proper basting, will give the 
dressing sufficient moisture. 
This dressing is also excellent for 
roast leg of pork when yon do not w ant 
to sim ulate duck or goose w ith it. 
"T he recipe for the good old English 
stuffing for ducks or geese," the sender 
adds, “ I never see in oar cookbooks and 
do not find it used upon my neighbors’ 
tables.

Malting Metals. 
A note concerning the peculiar pbe 
nomenou noticed in the m elting of m et­ 
als when under extended pressure has 
recently be* ii published by H. JJischof 
of Wiesbaden. When a metal is bedded 
in a m ortar of chemically pure alum in­ 
ium oxide, thoroughly dried and then 
subjected to the necessary heat, a con­ 
siderable rt tardatiou in m elting is no­ 
ticed. 
For instance, a rod of nil ver, 
which should m elt a t I,RUO degrees F., 
when thus treated will not change its 
form aud melt together until 5,730 de 
green F Palladium, which should m elt 
at 2,730 degrees F., shows no sign of 
yielding at 2,000 degrees F. 
It would 
seem th at these rods of metal, unable to 
expand w hile in the powerful grip of 
the alum inium oxide, which contracts 
•u heating, simply cannot m elt as they 
would under normal conditions.

The bank did not get its money, and 
another step was taken. 
Last week Mr. Hill again sought the 
court, this time with an application for 
the appointment of a receiver.

pended upon the tolls for revenue and 
that it was insolvent, the amoaiit taken 
in being less than that required to meet 
its obligations. 
The document was I 
given to Judge Smith for his consider- J 
tion. and on Friday he notified Clerk 
John McNutt that George H. Owen had 
been named as receiver and he would 
af once enter upon the discharge of his J 
deities, looking after all the property ] 
owned by the company and collecting 
all tolls. 
Mr. Owen was in turn notified by 1 
Clerk McNutt, and immediately sent 
to Lisbon the required boud of $20,000. 
That document was received at the j 
eouuty seat and accepted withont other 
formality, the new receiver being notl- j 
fled that he was expected to begin work 
at once. 
Sat inlay night was not the most 
pleasant in the history of East Liver­ 
pool. but in spite of the rain and the 
fact that it was after 8 o'clock Mr. 
Owen set forth.

D. D. prepared the labels accordingly.
